Of Connallys 

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison’s prosecution 
team has switched signals and 
delayed calling former Texas 
Gov. John B. Connally as a wit- 
ness at the trial of Clay L.- Shaw, 
charged with conspiring to as- 
sassinate President ■ John 'F. 
Kennedy. 1 

Connally and his wife had 
been subpoenaed to appear to- 
day. Connally was wounded seri- 
ously in the Kennedy assassina- 
tion Nov. 22, .1963; in Dallas, 
Tex. 

The Connallys were among 
witnesses summoned by Garri- 
son in an attempt to lay down a 
line of testimony indicating that 
more than one gunman shot Ken- 
nedy. ' \ 

“There is really nothing I can 
tell you,” said Assistant Dist. 1 
Atty. William Alford when he 
was asked if. the Connallys 
might not appear at all. “I can’t 
comment on that.” 

,Mrs. Connally said in Houston 
that she was advised' by the 
prosecution that “they would not 
be able to question us Monday”, 
because of problems of sickness 
and “witnesses stacking up,”
